Our reſerve of Hirſe unpremeaitatedly coming with es in the pur- 
ſuit * In our return throw-h Kington Village , it came into my head, 
that the burning of that Village and their Ammunition', would have 
rendered us that days wiftory : ' Whereupon 1 ordered my Horſe-men' 4 
foot , and to fire the Village and their Ammunition, and juſt as they be- 
gun to ſet fire, the Honorable and worthy Brave Lerd Carnarvan, and 
that worthy Commander Sir Charles Lucas, being my Superior Officers, 
commanaed me from futting my reſolution itt Execution, Saying, that 
the day was ours, as alſo that Ammunition and Village. Unto mhich I 
made anſwer, that the Armies being then in fight, fortuna de la guere 
may tbe Subject to change the face and State of Aﬀairs, and that the 
Burning of their Ammunition, could not but aſſuredly render his Ma- 
jeſty Supream Vittory ;, yet notwithſtanding 1 was forced to give obtdience, 
fo as by the ſiid Ammunition , and Cannon, we were forced to retreat 
and quit the Field, However 1 then brought from Kington Two Pie- 
ces of their Cannon into the Kings Army, and the waggon of my Lord 
of Eſſex, whith was ſo compleat and made Coffin way ; that in our next 
two days march, our Army called it Eſſex his Ciffin, tut 1 would it had . 
been the next Waggon which was to it, covered with Spits and Frying- 
Pans, fr there lay all the Armies money and pay; as one Pudcy who 
was Chamber-man unto Eſſex, who writ to me for his Lords neceſſaries, 
ſome days after did aſſure me,

SSSR to all Perſons and in all reſpe&ts, and in particu- 
in my name; he'is a perſon that T'have known of a long time , 
as alſo his condition, not by the qualification he aſſumes to him- 
felf in the title Eſquire, in his prints, as ſo he hath ſubſcribed his 


' name; which I cannot imagine on what account ; and I muſt con- 


clude, that he hath as much right ſo to name himſelf, as unto the 
contrary he hath to have brought my name in queſtion, as to ſup- 
reſs the diſcovery of the Plots, in ſuch as he hath mentioned me 
th, If he will but take example in following my Rule, as now I 
find it not unneceſſary to explain my quality, and Title, and that 
he may truly ſo demonſtrate his, whereby the world may cenſyre, 
or give applauſe;i/which as unto their judgments may ſeem fir. This 
Everard doth ſet forth in his ſaid depoſitions, that in the Year 1673. 
being in Paris, that he did diſcover unto me ſome deſigns, and di- 
ſturbances, which were intended towards rhe prejudice of his Moſt 
Excellent Majeſtie's Kingdom , which as he faith, he came to the 
knowledge of from the Lady Anne Gourdon, a Lady that to my re- 
membrance I never ſpoke unto, but heard of her as of a Lady of 
eat Judgment, Birth, and quality ; whoſe Family hath always 
Gs adorned with the endowments and CharaQers of Loyalty, of _ 
which ſome of late have given dmonſtration and Teſtimony of, as 
that Noble Perſon my Lord Donbarton and his Brother, fo as if this 
Lady ſhould fo fall off, as to intermeddle in the like unſeemly inter- 
medlings z certainly ſhe hath degenerated and rendered her (elf to be 
much ſenſurable, and to have done it unto ſuch a Perſon as this Eve- 
rard, it could render her no leſs than ridiculous. But malice and in- 
vention hath ſo powerful an influence in this Age. Quod nihil 
plus . 1 ſpeak not as to'take this Ladies part , nor to excuſe her 
weakneſs as I believe not, ſhould ſhe be guilty.. But when I con- 
ſider. that man 4educed-to poverty, .Extremity, want, and miſcry, 
as ſometimes this Everard, ſubje@ to ſearch after all manner of 
reſorle for his relief, I will not take on me to Judge of the ſequel. 
Now as unto what he hints, as having in the Year 1673. diſcover- 
ed unto one Sir Robert walſh, I knowing no other, may preſume he 
darts at me. Though he mentions not my ſtile or quality ; pardon 
Noble Reader, If for reaſons I think it not incongruous z Ak rather 
inducing to conſequence, that it might be allowed, my precations 
grounded upon Honor, may not be 1nyolved in other then in duty, 
and Loyalty, unto my Anointed King ; in whole ſervice, 'T have had 
the Honor to have born very conſiderable charges, and —_ 
1nce 
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(8) 
fince the Year 1639. in the firſt Northern ſervice, under the Com- 
mand of the now Lord 'S:afford, having ever fince ſerved my Kings 
Honorably, and Faithfully ( which no body can deny ) and particu- 
larly in the Battle of Edge-Hill, in the Year 1643. Where fate was no 
leſs favorable unto me, then fortunate 1n inabling me to render my 
King acceptable ſervice; ſo as that he was then graciouſly pleaſed in 
the Field, to honor, mewith the dignity of -Knight-hood ; then giv- 
ing his. Royal Commands,” that when he ſhould arrive in Oxford, that 
a Medal of Gold ſhould be made for me, with his own Efhyies, and 
that of His Deareſt Son Prince Charles'of the one fide : and toin(cribe 
thereon, Carolus Rex, Magne Britannie, & Carolus Princeps, And of 
the other fide to inſculp the form of his Royal Bannor, uſed- at the 
ſaid Battle, and to inſcribe about it, pay regale mandatum Careli Regis 
hoc a{/ienatur Roberto Walſh, which his Royal Majeſtie of Bleſſed Me- 
mory gave me accordingly, out of his own hand, and his Royal Com- 
miſſhon for me to wear the ſame, expreſſing 1n it, that it was for the 
moſt acceptable ſervice that I rendred at the Battle of Edge Hill, which 
accordingly I have ever ſince worn, this was not gain'd by love or 
favor, ſed ex officio gladii, which no Herald can deny, but may carry 
theEtitle of right Honor, and now to be upbraided-by Everard or any 
ſuch, Noble Reader, do but Judge, if it may well by me, be dige- 


fted, were I guilty of the leaſt difloyalty, I would condemn-my elf, 


more then any acculer could make me, 


Now as to this Everard, he did about the Yeat 1673. in Paris, come 


often unto my lodging, I then uſually making ule of him, to tran- 
ſlate for me Ezz/ibinto French, as I have divers of his tranſlations in 
writing now by me,” and extant, and then ſometimes gave him half a 
Crown , he coming from one end of Paris, the Rew de St. Antoine to 
the Saubourge of St, Fermins often unto me, the Half-Crown did in- 
vite him, not asit ſeem'd his love to me, and one night he did lay, 
and at random, that great deſigns were intended to breed great di- 


ſturbances, in His Moſt Excellent Majeſties Kingdoms, without ſpect | 


fying upon what particular grounds, or making mention in the leaſt 
degree that he had any intentionto diſcover them, but-much to the 
contrary, vowing that he was reſolved to live and die, as he ever was 
bred inthe Roman Religion ; I then did repreſent unto him, that as 
he was a Subjet of His Moſt Excellent Majeſties, and a Vaſſal born 
in the County Palatine of Tipperary, under his Grace the Duke of 
Orm10nd, that he would do but his duty, if he kaew any ſuch immo- 
tions intended, to give me notice whereby to advertiſe his Grace ;

he commanded him not toquit, unto which there reſted no anſwer, 
( but obedience) the world ignores not with what ungrounded falſe- 
hood the Lord wiimor was then made Ptiſoner, and how he came off 
with honot, Then His Majeſty. came into wiltſhiere , and came to 
Andover whete Sir william wallers Army lay near, waller. ſent a con- 
ſiderable party of Horſe to obſerve His Majeſties Army, whereu; 
the Lord come Goring, that Worthy Commander then Ge of 
his Royal Highneſs's Army; -immediatly did order to draw out a con- 
ſiderable party of Horſe, and did OrderSir Robert walſh to co f; 
the ſajd Party,. with ordet to purſue Sir william waller, which readi- 
ly was put in Execution,” where many Voluntiers readily went alon 
and particularly then Mr. Henry Bennet now Earl of Arlington, with 
ſo much of good will and reſolution as none could demonſtrate more, 
Sir Robert then deſiring him not to go, he being a perſon who was 
then in the Pen charge and yn and fo readily kind and care- 
ful to ſerve and obliege us O _ ſo as that if any thing ſhould hap- 

pen 
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ven him; it would infinitely redowa to our loſs and (ufferance, but 

would not be deturned, of bearing a ſhare in that occaſion, which 
was ſo viſibly near of being put in Exccution; in rhe purſuance of 
which, he then from the Enemy did receive that Noble ſcar of honor, 
which to this day he beareth the mark of in his Face, which aſſoon 
as Sir Robert ſaw, he immediately did Order Collonel Garret Azvor, 
now here in Town to conduct him off, and to have him to the Chy- 
rurgion to be drefſed , which accordingly was done.

was met by ſome Parliament Ships, who took one of Sir Roberts Ships, 
toden with men, which m_ ſeat into the Hlands, but fortune fa- 
voring the Ship that Sir Zobers was in, did eſcape, and he got. into 
Haver dz, Grace with Six Hundred men, . he ſerved the French King as 
Collonef of the ſaid men, which Agent ts Monnerie did not perform 
his capitulation in a Tittle z ſo as Sir Kebert grew unſatisfied in His 
Majeſties Service, and looſing his Sons who were Captains in Sir Ro- 
berts ſaid $9. any : then the Prince of Conde taking Arms apainſt his 
King, Sir Robert took his diſmiſs and paſſe from the King, and gave 
himſelf into the ſervice of the Prince uf Conde. After ſome time Sir Xo- 
bert was taken Priſoner and put intothe Baftill, where he was forced 
tolye for Three Years, notwithſtanding thar, the Prince of Conde did 
uſe all indeavors to have Sif Roberr exchanged, and did offer one Adon+ 
fiewr Bougy, for to Exchange Sir Robert 5 who was Lievtenant General 
in his Chriſtian Majeſties Army, which was denied, it being given 
out, that Sir Kobers.,did intend to Kill Cardinal Mazarine, the 
ofdinary common pretext, that when envy or malice contrives againſt 
man. then uſually its babbled and given out, thar he was to kul the 
Prince or Miniſter of State. 


XI. If gratitude were ia practice, f ure Cafdinal M4zrine would not 


haye forgot his parts as hereunto; for when theCardinal er'e he made his 


ep from Paris, was in very great-apprehenſion and fear of his life 
'by the Duke-of Orleans,the Prince of Conde Monſieur de Beauford & theit 
party. Sir Robert having not then quit theXings Service nor the court 
party, the Cardinal being in great apprehenfion of loofing his life, 


though he lodged in the Pallas Royal, though Sir Robert was then ve-

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ry unſatisfied ; he did remals and gather a Hundred Gentlemen, every 
one with his Sword and Piſtol, and had them into the Inns and Cx- 
baretts in the Rew de Lones enfents and near the Pallas Royal, and the 
Cardinal then being in hourly fear of being attacked 'in the Pallas. 
Sir Robert writ unto his Eminence , that he lay-with a hundred 
Cavaliers, in Caſe that any attempt were made upon his Eminence : 
Thar Sir Robert was ready to bein the head of the faid Gentlemen to 
hazard his Life and theirs in the defence of his Eminence, who then 
ſent Monſieur de Navaile, now Duke de Navaile, to ſee if what Sir Robert 
writ was ſo; Monſieur de Navaile did to the Cardinalreturn,and certified 
him, that what Sir Robert writ to him was ſo. Upon which the Car- 
dinal, the Alarum being paſt, Two or Three days after, Sir Robert 
being in the Palfas Royal, the Cardinal took him in his'Arms, ſaying 
he was a true Perſon of Honor , and that if ever it came in his way, 
that he never would forget Sir Roberts generoſity and kindnefs. Bur 
the Cardinal made it his profeſſion, not to be a ſlave to his word ; 
yet did Sir Robert when he lay in the Baſtile, pur him in mind of his 
omiſe, which proved one 4 /a mode de France : But at long run, 
Mr. walter Monteg we a Perſon of Credit and Renown with rhe French 
Court, and Cardinal, was ſo honourable as to imploy himfelf for 
Sir Roberts liberty, which in fine he obtained , but upon ſuch Terms 
as have rarely been impoſed upon any Officer or Soldier of Fortune; 
which was thus, that Sir Robert walſh ſhould put in Two Collonels 
of the Kings Army,and Two good Burgeſles of P2ri4,who ſhould become 
bound in Fifty thouſand Crowns. That Sir Robert walſh ſhotild not 
ſerve nor carry Arms againſt His Chriſtian Majeſty in Five years fol- 
lowing, which was given by Sir Robers and performed, The Lord 
of Mukery , and Sir Fames Dillox were the Two Collonels who be- | 
came bound, Monſienr de Couteure,and Monſ:euy de la os the Burgeſſes, 
and ſo Sir Robert was ſet at liberty. Could it be _ t that ſo great a 
King would fo far conſider afingle Officer, or ier of Fortune: I 
cannot but ſpeak well of the Prince of ' Conde ; for when he firſt re- 
ceived me into his ProteQtion, ſeeing my Diſmiſs and Paſs from His 
Chriſtian Majeſty , he did afford me his Favour and Countenance z 
and when firſt I came to him, the Armies then lying about 7ineafe 
St. George a little above Shallonton, the Kings Army lying of one' fide 
the River, Commanded by Mounſfieur -de Twene, and the Princes 
Army of Chalonton fide. The Prince bid me take Five hundred Horſe 
and beat about Par, to find ſome Booty which may put me into ag 
Equipage ; and that he would but moderately hear any Complaint 
that ſhould come. againſt me, Tdid take the faid Horfe which were 
all Germans ; and truly I did more ſtudy to rendet the Prince ſervice 
than to plunder, if it came not in my way; and-fſo I marched all 
Night, and ws by the Rear of the Kings Army, and took ſome Offi 
cers and Priſoners ; my intent being to goto Poxtviſe to beat np ſome 
of the Kings Army who lay there, and1n my return the next Morn- 
ing I drew up to refreſh betwixt St.' Germans and St. Clow 2 top' of 2 
Fall: W hile I was there,' I ſaw a Coach with fix Horſes going for- - 
| | Pare 
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Paris, 1 ſent a Party of my Germains to _ nie thit Coich, thidk-

ing to make a prize thereof ; bur who ſhould be in it but the beſt of 
men ; ſo the Germains were greedy.. and would underſtand no French 
or Engliſh , but one of his Lords, that noble Lord Garret as I take it, 


' Comes up to the party, and-found me in the head of them, he avk- 


ed, me who. commanded the party; I anſwered, he was not faroft, 
then he tells me who, was in the Coach, and made Priſoner. Upon 
which I immediately drew my- Party towards the C oach, and watted

- XII. Fortune was to me ſo favorable, that at the Battle of St. Antoine

ing me 1n the head of them, as I was at St. Dennis, when Monſieus 
de Semegrize Commanding the Queens Guards, charged the. Pariftens
